N your paper of laft Monday, in a warm addrefs to the 
Gentlemen of Eatt Lothian, I obferve there is a very 
feafonable hint, refpeéting their danger in correfponding 
with a Minifter of State, left they fhould be thereby led to 
accept of avms upon very improper conditions. It is true, 
indeed, that Government have hitherto difeonraged all at- 
tempts that have been made to arm, by private aflociations, 
in this country (though they gave encouragement to it in 
Ireland) ; for what-good reafons it is very dificult to gucfs, 
asthe alarming nature of the war requires every aid that 
cau be given; and there was not, there could wot be, the 
fmalleft fufpicion of wore than one defign, in any of the pro- 
pofed affociations here, viz. the defence of the ecuntry. i 

I am not one of thofe who are always ready to abufe Mi- 
niflers of State with er without canfe; Lam much more dif- 
pofed to fapport them in the prefent dangerous crifis of our 
affairs; becaufe I am of opinion, thet, with all their faulis, 
the profperity and glory of Great Britain depends on the 
fuccefs of their meafurves: But; in giving that frpport, I 
would confuit the dictates of predence and common ienfe, 
sreiudices, hecaufe I 
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Who would tidt, hefitate to take up arms on the condi> 
tions underftood to be prefcribed in Lord Stormont’s letter} 
who has obferved; with the leaft attention, the condué of 
the War-office téwards the regiments of Fencibles fo lately 
raifed for the defence of this part. of the kingdom? Who; 
that does not intend td devote his life to the military fervice; 
would fubjeé&t himfelf to the caprice, folly, ignorance, @ 
profeffional arrogance of Commanders in Chief, or Secre- 
taries at War, whé, Gop knoiw8, and the nation feels, feem 
often to be appointed without the exercife of corfoience, or 
difcernment, by no other merit than their places in the Red 
Bock ? When the Nobility and Gentry of Scotland engaged 
themfelves to ferve: im the Fentjble regiments without ran kb 
or the hope of preferment or half-pay, merély for the de- 
fence of their country during this walt formidable war, it 
miuit have been tacitly underftodd; if not exprefsly cove- 
nanted; that’ they would be treated with all As lenity. and 
indulgence the nature of the fervice could poffibly agit 
particularly that; tinlefs on the approach oF tinge i ah 
tual invafion, they would hate been ftationed a8 near to the 
countries where they were levied, ard where the eftates of 
their officers lay; as could conveniently be done: the v 
reverfe of which they have met with ; for, without neceffity; 
or the leaft apparent caufe, they have been toffed about 
from fouth to north, and from weft to eaft, in the fpace of 
a very few morths, and have all of them been fent to as 
great a diftatice from the diftri¢ts whete they were levied 
as poffible: 

‘ is impofiible to afcribe this to any thing but ignorance 
dr wantonnefs, or worfe motives, a3 it cannot be a ed 
that thefe movements were neceflary parts of difeipline ;: for, 
the King of Pruffia never fails to carton his own couitry 
regiments a$ near a$ may be to the provinces in which 1 
are railed: In doing fo, he cannot be-fufpeéted of facrifi- 
cing the difcipline or the fpirit of -his-army to the domettic 
enjoyments of his foldier&. On the contrary; he ktiows well 
tliat the tics of blood have a potterful effe& on the Humid 
mind ; that the love of our country has. its root in’ dométtic: 
virtue and family affection ; and that thé love of glory, ‘and 
the fear of fhame, neter operate fo ftrongly asin the pre- 
fence of relations and friendi. However much this able 


Prince may be a politician to his neighbours; in this refpeé> 


he acts as a philofopher to his fubjects: But the d con- 
trary feems to be the maxim of fome of our médern Statef- 
men, who are only canning with their. beft friends; but 
eneft and confident enough with all the world befides. 

If the regiments of Fencibles had been permitted to re- 
main in thé counties where they were levied; unlefs ai aQ 
invalion had made it neceflary to colle& them together for 
the common defence, the fervice would have been attended 
with fo little hardfhip and mortification, that none of the 
Nobility cr Gentry would have been averfe to become an 
officer in his turn, fince to learn the trade would have only 
been a paftime, and to fight againft the French a duty in- 
eumbent on every man of honour: Whereas, to be feparated 
from his family hundreds of miles without neceflity, or to be 
obliged to bring his family to him at great expence, and to 
fuffer confufion to run into his affairs; which he could fome- 
tities infpeét without the fmalleft lofs to the fervice; ‘were 
he nearer home; together with fudden and hafly marches, 
in mid winter, from one end of the kingdom tv the otlier, 
without any vifible caufe;—thefe are the aéts of our pro- 
found politicians;—thefe are the means they ufeito teach 
gentlemen to remain peaceably on their eftates, and not ine 
terfere with the noble profefiton of arms; which belongs on- 
ly to the foldier of fortune ;—thefe are the thanks and the 
rewards which true patriots are to expe@, for having offered 
and given their fervices, in extreme danger, for the defence 
of their king and country ! 

But, fuppofing the hardthips and difgufts whicli ate fo 
induftrioufly heaped on.all volinteers in the military art, by 
the chief men of the profeflion, could be fabmitted to*by 
the Noblemen and Gentlemen of Scotland, with the great- 
eft magnanimity, for the good of the public, (which feéms 
to be the refpectable conduc of all the officers of the Fed- 
cibles); yet it is clear to demonttration, that to attempt to 
raife a force in the counties, in a manner fim lar to the Fen- 
cibles, could not anfwer the purpofe of an immediate de- 
During the prefent demand and high premiums for 
private men to recruit the army, fuch kinds of corps as the 
Fencibles could not be raifed, within any limited time, by 
the moft powerful and wealthy officers that could be ap- 
poiated. It is from a fuperior order of men to thofe who 
inlift in the army, that you are at prefent to hope for the 
defence of the country: It is from farmers, and manufac- 
turers, and artizans, who, without: leaving their émploy- 
ments, or expecting pay, could eafily be brought together 
at leifure hours, and taught in a few months all that 1s. ne- 
ceflary for the defence of the coaft, that fitch’ fpirited ex- 
ertion may be hoped for. And if the enemy fhould make 
good a landing, and eftablith themfelves in the country, the 
neceflity of the times, and the fpirit of Britons, we might 
truft, would conftrain the greater number of thofe whe 
were fo prepared to join the armies of their country. 

With fuch ailociations, univerfally executedover the king~ 
dom, we thould become unconquerable ¢ Whereas,' if we 
trutt only to our ftanding force, a fingle defeat may have 
fatal confequences.
